TO PUNISH FRAUD. 


INVESTMENT BANKERS WOULD 
END SALE OF “BLUE sur- 
SECURITIES.

CHICAGO, July 25.—With the sale 


securities-every year in the United 
States the question of Federal laws 
regulating the offering and sale of 
securities or stopping such sale and 
punishing offenders is a topic of gen- 
eral interest 40 legislators, ‘bankers 
and investors. 

So-called blue sky” laws have been 
adopted to forty-one of the forty- 
eight states. These laws have fallen 
into two classes, regulatory and puni- 
tive. The regulatory laws give power 
to the State to prevent the sale of 
securities which do not meet the 
standards set. The punitive of fraud 
laws give power to stop the sale of 
securities upon proper proof that a 
fraud is operative-or intended. 

Thirty-eight States now have reg- 
ulatory laws and three have fraud 
laws. The amended Illinois law is 
regarded as & model, while the new 
New York law is accepted as the best 
of the punitive laws. 

The question of methods that can 
be used in suppressing the fraudu- 
lent offering and sale cf securities 
was given conrideration by the gov- 
ernors of the Investment Bankers’ 
Association of America at a meeting

SPRINGFIELD (m.) July 25.— 
That there will be a serious clash 
between the civil and military au- 
thorities of Illinois tomorrow ap- 
pears more certain tonight than 
heretofore. The truce between the 
Governor and Judge Smith will ex- 
pire tomorrow when Gov. Small

Third, to let the Sheriff come to 
the executive offices and meet him 
at the door with a declaration of 
martial law. In such an event the 
Sheriff's power would cease instant- 
ly and the State would take over 
direction of both the police and 
Sheriff's offices, it is claimed. 

It seems certain tonight that 
Judge Smith will rule that the 
Criminal Code is not to be suspended 
in the case of the Governor.

Infringement Charge Beaten 
by Defendant Firm. 


Local business estimated at more 
than $4,000,000 annually was af- 
fected yesterday by a decision of 
U. 8. District Judge Trippet in the 
long-contested patent suit of John 
Schumacher and others against the 
Buttonlath Manufacturing Company 
of this city, involving the validity 
and asserted infringement of five 
patents. The decision was in part 
for the plaintiffs and in part for the 
defendants, both sides winning im- 
portant points.

The case required the time of the 
court for several weeks and the ar- 
guments were possibly the most ex- 
tended and technic#l ever heard 
by Judge Trippet in a patent case. 
His decision was contained in twen- 
ty-two typewritten pages. The 
plaintiffs were represented by Ray- 
mond I. Blakeslee, chief patent 
counsel, and Louis J. Euler, genera! 
counsel, while the defendants had as 
counsel the firm of Mott & Cross 
and Attorney George B. Wilson.
